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REGULATIONS 


PROMULGATED BY THE SECRETARY OF THE TREASURY, UNDER WHICH STATE BOARDS 
OR STATE DEPARTMENTS OF HEALTH RECEIVE THE ALLOTMENT OF FUNDS PRO- 
VIDED IN SECTION 6, CHAPTER XV, OF THE ACT APPROVED JULY 9, ENTITLED “AN 
ACT MAKING APPROPRIATIONS FOR THE SUPPORT OF THE ARMY FOR THE FISCAL 
YEAR ENDING JUNE 30, 1919.” 

The act provides that $1,000,000 shall be distributed to the States 
for the use of their respective boards or departments of health in 
the prevention, control, and treatment of venereal diseases, this sum 
to be allotted to each State, in accordance with rules and regulations 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury, in the proportion which 
its population bears to the population of the continental United 
States, exclusive of Alaska and the Canal Zone, according to the 
last preceding United States census. 

State boards or departments of health receiving their respective 
allotments shall agree to the following cooperative measures under 
which their appropriation shall be expended: 

1. Put into operation through a legislative enactment or a State 
board of health regulation having the effect of law, regulations in 
conformity with the suggestions approved by the Surgeons General 
of the Army, Navy, and United States Public Health Service, for 
the prevention of venereal diseases. The minimum requirements of 
these rules are: 

(a) Venereal diseases must be reported to the local health author- 
ities in accordance with State regulations approved by the United 
States Public Health Service. 

(b) Penalty to be imposed upon physicians or others required to 
report venereal infections for failure to do so. 

(c) Cases to be investigated, so far as practicable, to discover and 
control sources of infection. 

(d) The spread of venereal diseases should be declared unlawful. 

(e) Provision to be made for control of infected persons that do 
not cooperate in protecting others from infection. 

The travel of venereally infected persons within the State to 
be controlled by State boards of health by definite regulations that 
will conform in general to the interstate regulations to be established. 

(g) Patients to be given a printed circular of instructions informing 
them of the necessity of measures to prevent the spread of infection 
and of the importance of continuing treatment.

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2. An officer of the Public Health Service shall be assigned to 
each State receiving allotments for the general purpose of cooper- 
ating with the State health officer in supervising the venereal-control 
work in the State. This officer to be selected by the State health 
authorities and to be approved and recommended for appointment 
by the Surgeon General of the Public Health Service. The salary of 
this officer will be paid by the State out of the funds made available 
from the allotment, except a nominal sum of $10 per month, which 
will be paid by the United States Public Health Service. In those 
States where a bureau of venereal diseases has already been estab- 
lished, with a full-time medical officer in charge, the present incumhent 
may be recommended for appointment by the State health officer, 
and, with the approval of the Surgeon General, United States Public 
Health Service, he will be appointed as an officer of the Public Health 
Service. The general plan of work for the State bureau of venereal 
diseases will be: 

(a) Securing reports of venereal infections from physicians and 
others required to report, in accordance with State laws. 

(b) Suppressive measures, including the isolation and treatment in 
detention hospitals of infected persons who are unable or unwilling 
to take measures to prevent themselves becoming a menace to others, 
the establishment of free clinics for the treatment of venereal dis- 
eases, and the elimination of conditions favorable to the spread of 
venereal infections. 

(c) Extension of facilities for early diagnosis and treatment through 
laboratory facilities for exact diagnosis and scientific determination of 
condition before release as noninfectious, in accordance with the 
standardized procedure that will be prescribed by the United States 
Public Health Service. : 

(d) Educational measures to include informing the general public, 
as well as infected individuals, in regard to the nature and manner of 
spread of venereal diseases and the measures that should be taken to 
combat them. 

(e) Cooperation with local civil authorities in their efforts to sup- 
press public and clandestine prostitution. The clinics referred to 
under (6) will form centers from which the other measures may be 
conducted by discovering the presence of infections, the securing of 
data for enforcing the regulations for reporting these diseases, and 
the institution of educational measures appropriate to particular 
communities. The immediate reduction in venereal-disease foci 
resulting from clinic treatment will result in a marked decrease in 
the prevalence of such diseases in both the military and civil popu- 
lation. 

(f) Accurate detailed records must be kept of all the activities of 
the venereal-disease work. These will include careful records of each 
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case treated, amount of arsphenamine used, final results, and dis- 
position made of patients. Copies of these records must be forwarded . 
to the Surgeon General, United States Public Health Service, as a 
report at such intervals as they may be requested, and in accordance 
with instructions regarding the form of report. 

3. Local funds that may be available, or that may become available 
from legislative appropriations or any other source for venereal-dis- 
ease control, shall be used by the State or city health authorities 
having jurisdiction for the extension of the work, and such local funds 
must not be conserved through the expenditure of the funds that are 
allotted by the Congress through the United States Public Health 
Service. 

4. In extension of the educational measures the State’s health 
authorities and its bureau of venereal diseases shall exert their efforts 
and influence for the organization of a State venereal-disease com- 
mittee that will be unofficial in character, but a valuable cooperative 
agency for furthering the comprehensive plan for Nation-wide venereal- 
disease control. 

5. The State health authorities shall take such measures as may be 
found practicable and decided upon in conference between the Public 
Health Service and State board of health representatives for the pur- 
pose of securing such additional legislation as may be required for 
the development of control of the spread of venereal infections. 
Action shall be taken to limit or suppress the activities of advertising 
‘‘specialists” and quacks by prosecuting them under State laws, or 
- such other measures as may be applicable and effective. 

6. In expending the sum allotted a State, the rules and regulations 
to be promulgated by the interdepartmental social hygiene board for 
the expenditure of the $1,000,000 civilian quarantine and isolation 
fund under control of the Secretary of War and Secretary of the Navy 
shall be given consideration by Public Health Service and State board 
of health representatives, so that the military necessities of each par- 
ticular State may receive the consideration due its relative impor- 
tance, and so that funds from the two sources may be correlated. 

7. The State allotment shall be expended along general standard 
lines for all States and in accordance with an accounting system, to 
be forwarded by the interdepartmental social hygiene board, approxi- 
mately as follows: 

(a) For treatment of infected persons in hospitals, clinics, and other institutions; 
including arsphenamine and other drugs, 50 per cent of the allotment. 

(6) In carrying out educational measures, 20 per cent. 

(c) In carrying out repressive measures, 20 per cent. 

(d) In general administration and other activities of venereal disease control work; 


10 per cent. 
(This distribution is provisional and subjeet to modification after conference and 
agreement between each State and the United States Public Health Service to best 


meet the needs of the particular State.)

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8. In carrying out the general Government program the admin- 
istrative organization of the United States Public Health Service 
will be available at all times to State organizations in cooperative 
work, and assistance will be given to States whenever possible through 
the detail of employees, the securing of arsphenamine, providing 
literature for the educational measures and in such other ways as 
may be found practicable as the work develops.

MEASURES FOR THE PREVENTION OF THE INTRODUCTION 
OF EPIDEMIC INFLUENZA. 


On account of a reported pandemic of influenza in various European 
countries, officers in charge of national quarantine stations have been 
advised to exercise special care with respect to vessels on which this 
disease has appeared. The following circular has been issued: 


MepicaL Orricens In CHARGE, 
United States Quarantine Stations. 

Sirs: You are especially cautioned to be on the alert in the inspection of vessels 
from European ports so as to detect any cases of the so-called Spanish influenza. If 
any such disease is discovered, vessels should not be released from quarantine until 
aiter the local health authorities have been notified in accordance with paragraph 68, 
United States Quarantine Regulations. 

Owing to disordered conditions in European countries, the bureau has no authori- 
tative information as to the nature of the disease or its prevalence. It appears, how- 
ever, to be an infection due to the B. influenza with predilection to lung involvement. 

If any such cases are discovered upon arrival of a vessel, they should be reported to 
the local health authorities and the necessary cooperation extended, including fumi- 
gation of living quarters with sulphur dioxide, letting personal effects remain in com- 
partments during the fumigation. 

This circular does not contemplate consideration oj cases of ordinary pneumonia 
or respiratory infections, but only those infections involving a considerable number 
oi the crew and which appear to be highly communicable and suggestive of epidemic 
influenza.

Recently a steamship arrived at one of the southern ports from a 
port of Great Britain with history of an outbreak of epidemic in- 
fluenza in the crew. The master of the vessel reported very shortly 
after his arrival at Great Britain that the entire crew had sickened 
with the infection, the symptoms being high fever, cough, coryza, 
and more or less prostration. Upon arrival of the vessel at a port 
of the United States two of the crew were still suffering from the 
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disease and were isolated in the quarantine hospital, the vessel was 
disinfected, and other appropriate measures were taken to prevent 
the introduction of the disease. The disease has been reported as 
being observed at quarantine in two ports on the Pacific coast. In 
both instances there were several cases of pneumonia, possibly due to 
B. influenza although not stated to be. 

Epidemic influenza has been reported in several countries in Europe 
during the summer-of 1918, more especially in Spain. According to 
press dispatches, 8,000,000 persons have suffered from the disease in 
that country. 

Most of the cases reported to the Public Health Service have been 
from France, England, Norway, and Switzerland, although a mild form 
has been reported in Canton, China. It has appeared at Prince Ed- 
ward Island, Canada, and in the Island of Guadeloupe in the West 
Indies, probably an extension from European ports. 

In view of this pandemic prevalence of influenza, the following 
report on the disease, prepared by the Division of Sanitation, Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgery, Navy Department, is published as a matter 
of interest in connection with measures for the prevention of the in- 
troduction of the disease into this country:'

‘INFLUENZA. 


‘Recent reports from Spain, Austria, Germany, Switzerland, 
France, Great Britain, Hawaii, and elsewhere indicate the presence 
of another pandemic of influenza similar in extent to others which 
have been reported since the sixteenth century. There have been 
four pandemics succeeded by epidemics during the last century, the 
last one occurring 1889-1892. 

‘‘No other communicable disease which assumes epidemic propor- 
tions spreads so rapidly or attacks indiscriminately so large a pro- 
portion of the population; therefore while the statements in the press 
that 8,000,000 persons have been attacked in Spain alone may be an 
exaggeration, it is probably nevertheless true that there has been a 
wide prevalence of the disease. 

‘‘Past epidemics have been characterized by a profound prostra- 
tion out of all proportion to the intensity of the disease; hence it is 
not improbable that the disease h:. ‘mpaired for a time the efficiency 
of the enemy’s army, as has been reported.

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“Tn answering the question as to the relationship of epidemic in- 
fluenza to the ordinary catarrhal fever or ‘grippe,’ Osler quotes 
Leichtenstern’s divisions (Nothnagel Handbuch): 

“‘(a) Epidemic influenza vera caused by Pieiffer’s bacillus. 

‘‘(b) Endemic-epidemic influenza caused by the same organism which often follows 
a pandemic. 

‘“*(c) Endemic influenza nostras, pseudo-influenza, or catarrhal fever, commonly 
called grippe, which is of unknown origin and bears the relation to true influenza 
that cholera nostras bears to Asiatic cholera. 


‘‘The present outbreak appears to be characterized by a peculiarly 
sudden onset, the vietim being struck down with dizziness, weakness, 
and pains in various parts of the body while on duty or in the street. 

‘There is a sharp rise in temperature to 103° or 104°, complaint 
of headache, pain in the back, and photophobia. The throat feels 
sore; there is congestion of the pharnyx, and in some instances 
laryngitis and bronchitis. Lateral nystagmus with suffused con- 
junctive, a sign to which Maj. Morris, R. A. M. C., has drawn atten- 
tion in trench fever, is not rarely found in the influenza patient. 

‘‘In many cases the fever falls in three or four days and the patient 
recovers rapidly; in others there is an irregular pyrexia, which may 
be accounted for by bronchitis; in rare cases by bronchiolitis, broncho- 
pneumonia, or by the presence of influenza bacillus in the blood. 
Few fatalities have been reported so far. The usual mode of death 
has been acute bronchiolitis, with increasing cyanosis and terminal 
failure of the right heart. 

‘The many serious complications and sequele which characterized 
the epidemic of 1889-1892 have not been common so far here or in 
Great Britian. In fact, the absence of such complications has 
caused some skepticism as to whether the disease really is influenza 
vera. Capts. Little, Garofolo, and Williams, of the Canadian army, 
have reported the finding of a diplococcus, B. influenze being absent. 
Press reports, however, indicate a severe type in Switzerland, and 
the Pfeiffer bacillus is being found in other localities. Fortunately 
the outbreaks in our Navy have all been relatively mild in character 
and have caused no serious damage. 

“Causative organism.—In some cases the throat swabs show typical 
groups of influenza bacilli directly as well as on culture. Generally 
swabs taken from the pharnyx show a varied bacterial flora with 
pneumococci and what appears to be pneumo-bacilli predominating; 
often no influenza bacilli are obvious. This has been the case in 
other epidemics. Cultures are said to indicate that the pneumo- 
bacilli are aberrant types of the influenza bacillus, which is very 
polymorphic. 

“The Pfeiffer organism grows only upon media containing hemo- 
globin, preferably upon agar slants smeared with blood rather than a 
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mixture of blood and agar. Colonies are minute dewdrop points, 
appearing to run into each other. The organisms are very small 
Gram negative bacilli which stain faintly compared with cocci and 
tend to-bipolar staining, thus appearing as diplococci. In sputum 
they tend to clump. Gram’s method, counter staining with formal 
violet, is excellent for their demonstration (Stitt). 

‘‘Incubation.—Osler gives the incubation period of influenza as 
‘from one to four days; oftenest three to four days.’ ‘The onset 
is usually abrupt, with fever and associated phenomena.’ 

‘During the present epidemics the period, as determined from bed 
to bed onset in hospitals, has been 48 hours or less. 

“* Mode of transmission.—Despite popular opinion that ‘grippe’ 
spreads over the world in some mysteriously rapid manner, it never 
spreads, as Osler points out, more rapidly than methods of transpor- 
tation. It is true, however, that the influenza bacillus is probably 
constantly present in the respiratory passages. The disease is highly 
communicable and during epidemics it spreads with remarkable 
rapidity. Just what conditions or combination of circumstances 
are necessary to start one of the periodic world-wide outbreaks is as 
unknown in this as in other communicable diseases, like plague, 
which are prone to become pandemic. The sources of infection are 
undoubtedly the secretions from the nose, throat, and lungs of cases 
or carriers, and the mode of transmission is by direct or indirect 
conveyance of those secretions by droplet infection or by means 
of handkerchiefs, towels, eating utensils, etc. That the disease 
may be controlled under suitable conditions was shown by many 
instances of institutional isolation in the height of the epidemics of 
1889-1892. 

“ Control in the Navy.—Quarantine and isolation are impracticable 
on account of the wide distribution of the organism in healthy persons 
and the number of unrecognizable cases. Patients, however, should 
be put to bed at once, and bed isolation, prevention of droplet infec- 
tion, and prompt disinfection of mess gear, handkerchiefs, ete., prac- 
ticed as in measles. Where sick bays or wards are not available for 
isolation, the use of sheet screens between patients is to be recom- 
mended. 

“ Treatment.—Rest in bed, warmth, fresh air, abundant food, with 
Dover's powder for the relief of pain. Every case with fever should 
be regarded as serious and kept in bed at least until defervescence of 
the fever. Convalescence requires careful management to avoid 
serious sequele. 

“During the present outbreak abroad the salts of quinine and 
aspirin have been most generally used during the acute attack, the 
latter apparently with much success in the relief of symptoms. 
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“Methods for the control of the diseése may be summarized as 
follows: 

“ Infectious agent.—The Bacillus influenze of Pfeiffer. 

“Sources of infection—The secretions from the mone, throat, and 
respiratory passages of cases or of carriers. 

“Incubation period.—-One to four days—generally two. 

“ Mode of transmission.—By direct contact or indirect contact 
through the use of handkerchiefs, common towels, cups, mess gear, 
or other objects contaminated with fresh secretions. Droplet infec- 
tion plays an important part. 

‘Period of communicability.—As long as the person harbors the 
causative organism in the respiratory tract. 

‘* Methods of control.—(A) The infected individual and his environ- 
ment. 

“ Recognition of the disease.—-By clinical manifestations and bac- 
teriological findings. 

“ Isolation.—Bed isolation of infected individuals during the course 
of the disease. Screens between beds are to be recommended. 

‘‘ Immunization.—-Vaccines are used with only partial success. 

“Quarantine.—None; impracticable. 

“ Concurrent disinfection.—The discharges from the mouth, throat, 
nose, and other respiratory passages. 

‘“ Terminal disinfection.—Thorough cleansing, airing, and sunning. 
The causative organism is short lived outside of the host. 

‘““(B) General measures.—The attendant on the case should wear a 
gauze mask. During epidemics persons should avoid crowded assem- 
blages, street cars, and the like. Education as regards the danger of 
promiscuous coughing and spitting. Patients, because of the tend- 
ency to the development of broncho-pneumonia, should be treated in 
well-ventilated, warm rooms.”
